It  is  intended  to  increase 
our  love  for  all  that  is  good,  noble  and 
true,  in  men  and  women.  It  is  intended  to 
increase  our  love  and  service  to  God,  who 
loves  every  one  of  us  with  a love  surpass- 
ing that  of  a mother’s  love  for  her  child.

Soniethibgf  to  Think  About. 

The  revival  had  entered  into  the  third 
week,  in  spite  qf  bad  weather.  The  Serv- 
ice in  question  was  held  on  a rainy  and 
cold  night.

Quite  a notioeqble  feature  in  the  tes- 
timonies, was  k*referepce  of  each  one  to  a 
season  of  backsliding  at  some  stage  in  his 
or  her  experience,  during  which  time  their 
talent  had  lieeij  buried.  Thus  it  went  on 
fot  about  ail  hour,  wl)en  one  brother  who 
had  recently  Ixvu  converted,  arose  and 
said:  “Brethren,  I haven’t  been  a Chris- 
tian long  enough  to  bjackslide.” 

Whether  this  was  said  in  honest  simplic- 
ity, or  in  sarcasm,  cabnot  be  determined. 
But  it  contains  a moral.  This  brother  re- 
ferred to,  has  grown  children  and  yet  is  un, 
sophisticated  in  religious  matters.  He 
may  have  sipccrely  thought  it  was  neces- 
sary for  a Christian  to  have  a season  of 
blacksliding^-that  it  Was  n part  of  the  pro- 
gram. Had ; not  all  the  Christians  who 
had  testified  j mentioned  as  much  in  their 
own  exjicrietice  ? So  these  older  Christians 
were  not  only  reaping]  the  fruits  of  a sad 
recollection,  but  were  creating  a false ‘im-E 
pression  upon  the  mink!  of  a3-oungconvert. 

Is  it  not  a fact  some  jicople  think  back- 
siding  is  a foregone  conclusion,  and  take 
it  as  a matter  of  course  ? That  such  an 
experience  comes  to  many  and  many  of  us, 
is  a fact  to  be  regretfully  admitted.  ’Tis  a 
shame  we  should  hide  a light  under  a 
bushel,  when  the  Master  begs  us  to  let  it 
slime;  or  that  we  should  bury  talents 
which  ought  to  be  put  out  to  interest  for 
our  Lord.  But  apart  from  this,  see  the  in- 
fluence it  exerts  over  those  who  look  to  us 
as  examples.  To  them  we  are  living  illus- 
trations of  Christianity;  our  lives,  practi- 
cal, visible,  more  evidently  appeal  to  them, 
because  of  daily  contact.  If  we  stumble, 
or  backslide,  shall  not  they,  who  are  our 
imitators? 

I suppose  one  of  the  liest  cures  for  back- 
sliding is  to  prevent  the  same"  by  keeping 
constantly  busy  for  Jesus.  Ever  moving 
forward,  there  will  be  no  time  for  going 
backward.  But  this  calls  for  constant 
prayer,  for  a daily  strengthening  in  the 
Book  of  books,  for  a regular  feeding  upon 
the  manna  which  comes  from  above.  Only 
by  such  as  this  can  we  redeem  the  time; 
and  this  is  very  essential  because  the  days 
are  evil. 

A fact  this  brother  in  question,  had-  not 
grasped,  is: — Christians  are  imperfect  mod- 
els. In  no  redeemed  one  here  on  earth,  do 
we  find  the  “full  corn  in  the  ear” — they  are 
as  yet  the  unmatured  blades.  Christians 
may  have  traits  worthy  of  imitation,  but 
even  these  are  too  often  choked  by  briars 
and  weeds.  No  farmer  should  plant  thorns 
in  his  field,  because  his  neighbor’s  field  has 
them.  Serious  thought,  to  lie  sure,  that 
Christians  are  patterned  after;  but  much 
better  it  would  lie,  if  all  cofuld  follow  the 
Christian’s  Lord.  There’s  n6  backsliding 
to  be  found  in  Him.  He  alone  is  the  per- 
f,*ct  model,  ijon’t  judge  Christianity  by 
the  life  ot  a Christian,  but  by  Christ.

But  in  those  answers  did  }fou 
find  anything  which  would  en- 
courage you  to  support  a saloon? 

We  all  think  df  a saloon  as 
loathsome  and  horrible,  because 
we  see  the  results  so  ruinousj  to 
character  and  destructive  to  hap- 
piness. 

It  does  not  build  up  our  nation. 
No,  it  tears  it  down.  Every  (fol- 
iar received  as  revenue  costs  the 
government  twenty  dollars,  I 
read  a little  incident  of  a young 
man  who  went  into  ft  saloon  and 
called  for  a drink,  which  the  bar- 
keeper refused  him,  saying  that 
the  young  man  had  once  had  de- 
lirium tremens  and  that  he  wo(uld 
not  sell  him  any  more.  Tjwo 
other  young  men  then  came  in, 
and  after  they  had  been  waited 
on,  the  young  man  turned  on  the 
saloon-keeper  and  said:  “Six 
years  ago,  at  their  age,  1 stood 
where  those  young  men  are  now 
I was  a man  with  fair  prospects. 
Now  at  the  age  of  twenty -eight  1 
am  a wreck,  body  and  mind. 
You  led  me  to  drink.  In  this 
room  was  formed,  the  habit  that 
has  been  my  ruin.  Now  sell  me 
a few  glasses  more  and  your 
work  will  be  done.  I shall  soon 
be  out  of  the  way.  There  is  no 
hope  for  me,  but  they  can  be  sav- 
ed. Do  not  sell  it  to  them. 

The  saloon-kee jx-r listened, pale 
and  trembling,  and  vowed  never 
to  sell  another  drop.  He  kept 
hi*  oath. 

But  think  of  tihe  many  boys  to 
whom  he  had  taught  the  habit. 
We  see  that  at;  least  one  was 
gone  so  far  that  he  had  lost!  all 
hope.  Let’s  hope  for  the  repent- 
ant saloon-keeper’s  sake  (if  for 
no  other  reason)  (hat  none  of  the 
others  had  gone  so  far. 

Think  of  the  influence.  Think 
of  how  these  habits  were  formed. 

Did  you  ever  influence  anybody 
in  this  way?
